Response to Arguments 

1 . The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 lias been overcome by tlie amendment filed 4/30/08. 

2. Tlie rejection under 35 U.S.C. 122, 2""^ paragrapli, lias been overcome by tlie 
amendment filed 4/30/08. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 5 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Saji et al. (US 
5532372, issued July 2, 1996) is the closest prior art. Saji et al. teach the use of 13.7% HCI 
solution in acetone. In an affidavit provided, it has been shown that higher acetone impurities 
result from the use of a higher percent solution of HCI. This point is critical because if the 
impurities from acetone are too high, then the compound cannot be used in a drug formulation. 
In applicant's procedures, the impurities of acetone are at a level which still makes it safe to use 
the prepared compound as a drug. Thus, claims 1 and 5 are not anticipated or rendered 
obvious by Saji et al.
